It  is  of 
indirect  intelligence  interest  only  insofar  as  any  knowledge  about  the 
immoral!  e  unsolved  rysteries  of  the  universe  are  of  intelligence  interest,

4.  The  subject  !,DFO"  is  of  operational  interest  for  three  reasons: 

(a)  Interference  with  air  defense  by  intentional  eneny  jawing  or 

by  lack  of  ability  on  the  part  of  operating  personnel  to  dia- 

crimiiuce  between  radar  anorniies  and  actual  airborne  weapons  . 

(b)  Related  to  (a),  interference  with  air  defense  by  overloading  ;
